Summerlike Weather Draws 
Fishermen Back to Lakes 

The summerlike weather of the 
last few days has given jmany per- 
sons the fishing fever and /the lakes 
are dotted with ithem. Much more 
numerous are the coots, (ducks) 
which are plentiful on the lakes 
seemingly awaiting -the opening of. 
the hunting season on Oct 26. 
There are actually thousands of 
them at Grass and Pistakee takes. 
The reports on fishing are: 
Crappie's caught on minnows at ' 
Squaw creek, Fox Lake, Piatakee 
Bay and Lake Marie. Bluegills 
caught on fHes and worme at Co- 
lumbia hay at North end Grass lake. 
Bass caught on frogs- and surface 
bait on the west shores of Gnus 
and Channel . lakes, and' Stanton 
bay, Fox lake. Pickerel caught on 
large chubs on She east and 
shore* of Gi 
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WHERE IS THE BEEF? 

■Where is the beef going? 

That's a fair and important question, in the light of 
the experience of the country's leading beef produc- 
ing plants during recent months. For week after 
week it has been evident that the normal beef business 
Is in a state of severe dislocation. As an example, 
in a late week 95 of the principal packing houses were 
able to buy in compliance with OPS ceiling regula- 
tions only 63 per cent of the number of 'cattle they 
bought during the corresponding week of 1950. A 
week earlier, they were able to buy 68 per cent of 
the number of cattle 'bought in the corresponding week 
of 1950. During the first nine weeks of OPS controls, 
some 250,000,000 pounds less beef moved into con- 
sumption through the usual distribution channels 
than during the same period a year before. 

Reports from various localities tell what this situa- 
tion is doing at the consumer end of the pipeline. 
Many stores have been running out of certain cuts 
of beef before all customer's wants were met. 

So — where is the beef going? 

In some cases, producers have held livestock off 
the market, because they beilieve that OPS poiocics 
are unfair and unworkable. But this probably ac- 
counts for but a small part of the decline in the 
number of cattle reaching established packers. It is 
obvious that more and more of the beef is finding its 
way into other normal channels. OPS, in short, has 
created the same situation that existed under OPA. 

One inevitable result of arbitrary economic con- 
trols is the stimulation of crooks and profiteers— coup- 
led with sharp drops in the supplies ithat go through 
the 'lawful avenues of distribution. Meat is a salient 

example.

CALLING THE TUNE 

Govenmcnt regulations or no government regula- 
tions, the consumer has much to do with calling' the 



rune when it comes to prices and business turnover 
and other such matters. 

In date months, according to the Commerce Depart- 
ment, retailers have reduced their inventories— In 
other words, they've cut the size of stocks on hand. 
And the. reason for this is what the Commerce De- 
partment calls a "softening of consumer demand." 
That is, people didn't buy as much as they had pre- 
viously — and so the retailer trimmed his sails to fit 
the prevailing wind. They was nothing else he could 
do. 9 

Some people still think that the retailer Is a tough 
customer who's prime ambition in life is to outsmart 
and exploit them, The retailer couldn't be that even 
if he wanted to — not if he means to stay-in business 
for any length of time. Just as a burnt child dreads 
the fire, so does a customer hurry by the store where 
he got a real or fancied trimming. The biggest prob- 
lem "any retailer has — all the way from the one-man 
speciality shop to the chain with thousands of out- 
lets — is trying to figure out what the consumer wants, 
what he will or can pay, what his desires will be to- 
morrow or next week or next year. 

The bulk of buyers are primarily interested in 
price — and that is especially true in this Inflationary 
era. For reasons of self-preservation if no other, re- 
tailers keep prices as low as possible. You can offer 
the consumer goods, but you can't force him to buy. 
In the long run, the consumer is the boss,
